Substitute for Section 8, Article IX, the following: 


FORFEITURE OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Sect. 8. Bills for annual dues shall be sent with 
the notice of the Annual Conclave in September of 
each year and beginning with September, 1916, shall 
be payable in advance. The fiscal year shall com- 
mence with September 1, and end with August 31 
of the succeeding year. Newly admitted members 
shall pay a proportionate part of the annual dues 
from the date of signing the By-Laws until the next 
Annual Conclave. 

Any member whose bill for dues or assessments is
